Prices  paid  for  American  apples  on  the . Liverpool  auction  Wednesday, 
October  8,  were  similar  to  those  paid  last  week,  according  to  a  cable  from 
Mr.  Fred  A.  Ivlotz,  Fruit  Specialist  in  Europe  for  the  Foreign  Agricultural 
Service  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture.    American  apple  supplies  were 
moderate.    All  barreled  apples  were  in  good '  condi  tion^r.cept  Virginia 
Bonums,  IJew  York  Eh.ode  Island  Greenings  and  New  England  Wealthy  the  condi- 
tion^ of  which  was  only  fair.    Washington  Jonathans  were  also  only  in  fair 
condition.     The  demand  for  Virginia  Yorks,  Jonathans  and  King  Davids  was 
good,  Virginia  Grimes,  New  England  Wealthy  and  New  York  Riiode  Island 
Greenings  moderate  and  for  Virginia  Bqnums  poor.     The  demand  was  generally 
good  for  sound  fruit  and  moderate  to  poor  for  fruit  in  unsound  condition. 
Barreled  apples  continue  to  show  a  large  number  of  slacks  all  of  which  must 
be  sold  at  a  discount. 

American  pears  were  in  moderate  supply,  demand  was  active  and  condition 
good.    Prices  continue  at  about  the  same  levels  as  last  week. 

There  were  practically  no  supplies  of  barreled  apples  on  the  London 
market  and  boxed  offerings  were  light.    American  apples  were  in  good  condi- 
tion,   U.S. No.  1,^2  inch  Virginia  Jonathans  sold  at  $5.47  to  $5.72  per  bar- 
rel, U.S. No.  1,  If  with  Virginia  Grimes  at  $6.69  to  $7.18  and  U.S. No.  1, 
It  men  Virginia  King  Davids  at  arotind  $6.93,    Tne  U.S. No.  1,  2  inch  size 
of  tne  latter  made  $7.79  to  $3.27  per  barrel.    Boxed  California  Newtons 
Fancy  150/175  sold  around  $2.86  per  box.    Fancy  188/smaller  at  $2.86  to 
$2.92  per  box.     Tne  .light  supplies  of  American  pears  which  were  in  generally 
good  condition  met  with  an  active  demand,    California  Cornice  made  $4.14  to 
?4.26  per_  dox,    Anjou  $3.15  to  $3.55,  Hardy  $3.89  to  $4.08  and  Bosc  around 
$3.41  per  box.    Hudson  River  Keiffers  sold  at  $6.81  to  $8.03  per  barrel. 

^ Canadian  apple  supplies  continue  liberal  and  prices  are  easier.  The 
condition  of  the  fruit  is  m.ostly  poor.    Imports  of  pears  into  the  United 
Kingdom^frora  otner  countries  is  practically  over  states  Mr.  Motz.     The  bulk 
of  tne  imported  pears  on  the  markets  are  American.    Reports  on  Continental 
apple  and  pear  crops  verify  the  earlier  reports  of  generally  small  crops  in 
most  countries.     Tnis  should  strengthen  the  demand  for  American  apples  on 
une  continent.
